dences of a gathering storm and at the 
time mentioned it burst upon the city with 
vengeance. The storm was of brief dura- 
tion and ia less than half an hoar It bad 
spent ils force, but during that brief time 
the wind blew with fearful velocity and the 
rain fell in torrents. 


The.clouds of dust, the flying branches 


of trees and the generally animated ap- 
pearance of 
everything movable were 


some of the evidences of the raging gale. 
All persons who were in places of safety 
remained thus sheltered till the blow was 
over. There were many, however, who 
were In the open air when the storm broke 
upon the city and some of these individ- 
uals encountered very perilous adventures 
The force of the wind was so powerful 
tbat one could not well resist it and it was 
only by securing; some substantial support 
to which to cling that many were able to 
refrain from being blown away. 


In the business part of the city, awnings 


were earned away, signs were lifted from 
their positions and goods which merchants 
were exhibiting in front of their establish- 
ments were transported long distances. 
The beautiful trees which line so many of 
the streets on which are situated the resi- 
dences of our citizens suffered severely 
from the fierce blasts and not only have 
the small branches generally been broken 
but in numerous instances large and hand- 
some trees have been levelled to the 
ground. The vessels in our harbor were 
effected by the gale and many of them 
broke away from then mooripgs, but no 
very serious injuries were received. The 
wind was so strong that a pile of box 
boards at High Heart wharf was raised 
and many of these boards were carried 
clear over the river and landed on the 
Brewer shore. 


Considerable damage was done to build- 


ings. Some structures were entirely de- 
molished and many others were eflected 
more or less seriously. In Brewer Village 
a brick house occupied by Mr. Hopkins 
was unroofed. The Brewer Steam Brick 
Yard w.is visited by tbe devouring ele 
ments and a large building used a portion 
of the time for the storing of clay was 
blown down, as were also several sheds in 
the immediate vicinity. In Hermon the 
barn of Seth Ames was demolished and 
also that of Albert Hall, situated three 
miles distant from this city and just in the 
eastern edge of the town of Hermon. 


The particulars of the demolition of the 


latter structure are very sad. The barn 
was one of large size and Mrs. Halt and 
d lugbter were in the building at the mo- 
ment o/ its destruction. Tbedaughterwas 
near tho door, and was able to escape with 
but slight injuries, but Mrs. Hall was 
buried under the debris and when recover- 
ed life was extinct. The sad casualty was 
a severe shock, and caused much sorrow 
in that vicinity. A horse was in tBe build- 
ing at the time, but was not much injured. 
Two daughters are teaching school in Lee, 
and the sad news of the terrible death of 
their mother was taken to them by a 
special messenger, who drove to Bangor 
last evening, and took the night train over 
the K. & N. A. Eailway. 


The storm covered an extensive area, 


and was by no means confined to this lo- 
cality. The telegraph wires were broken 
in some places and telegraphic communi- 
cation was for a time interfered with. The 
worst break on the line of the Maine Cen- 
tral was at Hallowell. 
Twd operators 


went out from this city on the freight train 
and a special locomotive was despatched 
from Portland and the repairs were quick 
ly made. 


Fears are entertained that a young lad, 


who was playing on one of the eity 
wharves shortly before the storm, was 
blown into the river by the gale and 
drowned. Up to a late hour In the night 
RO trace of him had been found, and his 
parents are much alarmed about him. 


A large number of minor casualties are 


reported. Many are the narrow escapes 
from serious mishaps and there are numer- 
ous individuals who have received some 
bruises by which the storm will be remem 
bered.
